Population  Growth  Poses 


A  year  from  now  the  enrollment  of  the  School  District 
of  Hazelwood  is  expected  to  be  about  15,000  pupils — some 
4,500    more    than    are    currently   enrolled. 

The  district's  population  boom  is  staggering;  it  is  far 
greater  even  than  the  area's  industrial  and  commercial 
growth.  This  massive  change  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  in  a 
little  more  than  a  decade  the  Hazelwood  district  will  have 
gone  from  a  small  number  of  one,  two,  and  three-room 
schools  to  the  largest  district  in  St.  Louis  County. 

To  offer  facilities  for  the  enrollment  increase  of  approxi- 
mately 1 ,000  students  in  the  senior  high  school,  a  new  wing 
of  31  rooms  was  added  in  1962.  For  science  classes,  one 
chemistry,  three  biology,  and  three  general  science  rooms 
have  taken  over  part  of  the  new  wing.  Four  language  rooms 
and  a  language  laboratory  are  now  being  used.  Other  rooms 
added  were  two  typing  rooms,  one  shorthand  room,  one 
bookkeeping  room,  one  general  business,  room,  and  one  of- 
fice machine  room.  Three  home  economics  laboratories  and 
one  driver's  education   room  were  also  built. 

The  new  addition  has  provided  the  needed  space  to  ac- 
commodate 1957  students.

The  main  objective  of  the  Language  Arts  Depart- 
ment is  the  teaching  of  communication  skills — reading, 
writing,  listening,  and  speaking.  Each  skill  has  specific 
goals.  The  student  is  encouraged  to  appreciate  liter- 
ature and  to  develop  a  life-long  interest  in  reading. 
In  addition  to  reading,  the  spelling,  punctuation,  cap- 
italization,  organization,   and  thinking  skills  are  taught. 

The  Language  Arts  offer  l7'/2  units  of  credit. 
These  include  courses  in  English,  speech,  drama,  de- 
bate, journalism,  reading,  creative  writing,  and  three 
foreign  languages. 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  English  IV  is  required. 
It  is  thought  that  the  student  whose  formal  education 
terminates  with  graduation  needs  as  much  training  in 
mastering  his  language  as  the  college-bound  student. 
By  taking  four  years  of  English,  each  student  is  given 
the  opportunity  to  reach  his  potential  in  communica- 
tion. 

Two  new-  courses,  creative  writing  and  rapid  read- 
ing, were  added  to  the  curriculum.  The  reading  course 
teaches  the  student  to  refine  all  reading  skills  and  to 
develop  critical  reading  skills.  Creative  writing  is  a 
laboratory  course  in  which  the  student  creates,  revises, 
edits,  rewrites,  and  evaluates  his  writings. 

The  library  also  has  expanded  to  meet  student  needs. 
An  additional  room  was  added  to  the  library,  and 
more  than  2200  books  were  purchased  this  year.

An  innovation  in  our  school  this  year  is  the  lan- 
guage laboratory.  This  30-station  room  is  shared  by 
the  French  and  Spanish  classes.  The  basic  purpose 
of  the  laboratory  is  to  provide  regular  practice  in 
listening  to  the  good  models  of  the  foreign  lan- 
guage and  to  make  possible  a  large  amount  of 
imitation  and  repetitive  oral  drill.  Listening  practice 
is  intended  to  lead  progressively  toward  the  ability 
to  understand  the  spoken  language.  Oral  drill  is 
aimed  toward  acquisition  of  the  fluent  speaking 
ability  needed  to  express  thoughts  in  conversation 
with  pronunciation,  intonation,  and  the  use  of  gram- 
matical forms  accepted  by  the  educated  native 
speaker. 

Because  Latin  is  not  spoken,  translation  and  mem- 
orization are  the  main  methods  of  class  work.  By 
translating  Julius  Caesar  and  other  famous  Roman 
works,  Latin  students  learn  about  the  period  in  which 
Latin  flourished.

For  the  student  who  wants  a  secretarial  career  or  a  course  to  facilitate  her  work  in 
college,  the  Business  Education  Department  offers  six  subjects.  This  year  office  machines 
was  added  to  the  typing,  shorthand,  bookkeeping,  secretarial  practice,  and  clerical 
practice  classes.  A  total  of  895  students  have  taken  advantage  of  these  subjects. 

New  equipment,  such  as  bookkeeping  machines,  rotary  and  printing  calculators,  and 
the  new  fixed  carriage  typewriters,  increases  practical  experiences.  Top  speed  and  ef- 
ficiency are  expected  of  all  students  enrolled. 

Those  who  take  shorthand  and  secretarial  practice  reach  an  average  speed  of  90-100 
words  per  minute,  and  those  who  take  typing  one  year  average  60-70  words  per  minute. 

After  graduation,  the  student  can  be  confident  that  she  has  sufficient  experience 
to  enable  her  to  progress  rapidly  in  a  secretarial  career.
